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POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  is  estimated  to  be  41,160.  Since 
the  Census  of  1931,  the  natural  increase  of  births  over  deaths  has  been  698,  and 
I have  no  doubt  that  immigration  has  exceeded  emigration  by  a substantial 
number. 

BIRTHS. 

There  were  777  births— Males  413  and  Females  364.  This  was  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  number  for  1934.  There  were  35  still  births  ; nearly  double  the 
number  for  1934.  Illegitimate  births  numbered  53,  a rate  of  6.9  per  cent,  of 
the  total  live  births. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  518  deaths — -261  Males  and  257  Females,  a crude  death  rate 
of  12.6  and  a corrected  death  rate  of  8.8.  The  crude  rate  was  lower  than  in 
1934,  and  lower  than  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  were  respectively, 
154,  113,  118,  133.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  three  deaths  of  mothers — one  from  puerperal  sepsis,  one  from 
placenta  praevia,  and  one  from  pernicious  vomiting.  The  maternal  mortality 
rate  was  3.8  per  1,000  live  births. 
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CANCER, 

There  were  87  deaths  giving  a rate  of  1.9  per  1,000.  This  is  slightly  higher 
than  the  previous  year. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

There  were  46  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  giving  a rate  of 
56.3  per  1,000  births. 

The  rate  is  higher  than  last  year  and  the  importance  of  the  prevention  of 
these  deaths  cannot  be  over-emphasised.  Excellent  work  is  being  done  by 
voluntary  workers,  but  this  might  well  be  supported  by  the  States. 

MARRIAGES. 

There  were  347  marriages,  a rate  of  8.5  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of 
these  154  took  place  in  the  Church  of  England,  34  in  Roman  Catholic,  65  Non- 
conformist Churches.  There  were  94  at  the  Greffe  Office. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  very  little  infectious  disease  during  the  year,  and  there  were 
only  three  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious  diseases — one  death  from  Diphtheria, 
one  from  Dysentery,  and  one  from  Cerebro-Spinal-Meningitis. 

The  following  were  the  admissions  to  King  Edward  Sanatorium  during  the 
year  : — Scarlet  Fever,  6 ; Diphtheria,  3 ; Septicaemia,  1 ; Tuberculosis,  30  ; 
Tonsilitis,  1 ; Erysipelas,  1 ; Debility,  49  ; Bronchitis,  1. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  35  deaths  from  Tuberculosis — Pulmonary,  32,  other  forms,  3. — 
a rate  of  0.85,  0.78  and  0.07  per  1,000  respectively.  Advantage  has  been  taken 
of  the  small  number  of  cases  of  other  Infectious  Diseases  to  keep  one  block  at 
the  Sanatorium  for  treatment  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Thirty  cases  of  this  disease  were  admitted  during  the  last  four  months  of 
1935. 

A Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  also  noAV  held  at  Lukis  House,  the  number  of  attend- 
ances for  the  last  three  months  of  1935  being  44. 

The  purpose  of  the  clinic  is  the  early  diagnosis  of  the  disease  and  advice 
on  the  appropriate  treatment. 


HOUSING. 

The  need  for  improved  housing  conditions  is  a large  and  urgent  problem. 
Under  the  Public  Health  Ordinance  which  will  come  into  force  in  1936, 
improvement  can  be  made  in  those  houses  which  can  be  made  fit  for  occupa- 
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tion,  but  there  will  still  be  a large  residue  which  cannot  be  made  fit  at  a reason- 
able cost. 

Under  the  present  state  of  affairs  it  will  not  be  possible  to  close  these  houses 
as  there  is  no  alternative  accommodation  for  the  occupiers. 

The  houses  are  occupied  in  many  cases  by  decent  working-class  people 
with  families  varying  frequently  from  four  to  six  children,  and  who  pay  rents 
up  to  10s.  weekly. 

Such  people  are  unable  to  obtain  suitable  accommodation  at  a rent  they 
can  afford  without  public  assistance. 

A systematic  inspection  of  houses  is  now  being  undertaken. 

LABORATORY. 

The  number  of  examinations  was  again  small  owing  to  the  freedom  from 
infectious  disease. 

The  total  was  118,  which  included  84  examinations  of  sputa  for  Tuber- 
culosis. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

This  is  at  present  a Parish  matter.  The  extension  and  improvement  of 
these  services  is  under  consideration. 

CREMATION. 

There  were  20  bodies  cremated,  of  which  6 were  brought  from  Jersey. 

THALASSOL. 

The  number  of  gallons  of  thalassol  manufactured  during  1935  was  17,320. 

The  plant  has  now  over  20  years  of  service,  and  is  working  very  efficiently. 

STATES  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Numerous  samples  have  been  analysed,  and  in  each  case  the  sample  has 
been  of  good  quality.  An  extension  of  the  mains  to  L’Ancresse  is  very  advis- 
able, as  many  of  the  wells  are  very  unsatisfactory  in  the  Vale  Parish. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  treatment  of  these  diseases  has  been  under  consideration  for  a consider- 
able time,  but  no  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  poor  people  have  yet  been 
made. 

The  bacteriological  tests  for  diagnosis  are  done  in  the  laboratory,  and 
serum  tests  are  sent  to  London. 
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DRAINAGE. 


No  new  drains  have  been  laid,  and  the  L’Ancresse  district  still  lacks  this 
necessary  service. 

MILK. 

The  standard  of  samples  taken  is  good  on  the  whole.  In  spite  of  there 
being  no  legal  standard,  a successful  prosecution  was  taken  in  November. 
Inspection  of  farms  and  dairies  has  been  commenced.

MILK  SUPPLY 

Thirty-six  samples  were  taken  and  gave  an  average  of  4.45  per  cent- 
of  butter  fat  and  8.89  per  cent,  solids  not  fat. 

Nine  samples  gave  between  3.35  and  3.95  per  cent.  fat. 

Twenty-five  ,,  ,,  4.05  and  5.80  per  cent.  fat. 

One  sample  gave  over  8 per  cent.  fat. 

All  these  were  samples  of  morning  milk. 

One  vendor  was  prosecuted  for  selling  milk  which  contained  2.79  per  cent, 
butter  fat  and  5.63  per  cent,  solids  not  fat.  This  case  was  brought  before  the 
Royal  Court  and  the  vendor  was  fined  £10  and  costs. 

Two  samples  of  Guernsey  butter  were  taken,  submitted  for  analysis  and 
were  quite  satisfactory. 


FOOD. 

The  following  goods  were  inspected,  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption and  destroyed. 

475  lbs.  canned  ham  ; 30  lbs.  corned  beef  ; 150  lbs.  pork  brawn  ; 

12  lbs.  roast  pork  ; and  one  81b.  turkey. 

In  addition  15lbs.  of  tinned  milk  (New  Zealand)  was  also  condemned 
and  destroyed. 

There  is  still  much  need  for  improvement  in  many  shops  where  food  is 
displayed  with  no  covering. 
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DISINFECTION. 

Sixty  rooms  were  disinfected  in  connection  with  tubercular  diseases, 
twenty-four  for  other  diseases,  and  six  rooms  at  the  Lady  Ozanne  Maternity 
Home.  Bedding  was  also  disinfected  for  the  L.O.M.H.,  Town  and  Country 
Hospitals. 

Three  thousand  eight  hundred  articles  were  steam  disinfected. 

BUGS. 

This  house  pest  appears  to  be  spreading,  and  is  not  as  formerly  confined 
to  the  precincts  of  the  town. 

In  the  course  of  my  duties  I have  found  quite  a number  of  bug-infested 
houses  and  unfortunately  many  of  them  belong  to  the  States.  In  the  case  of 
houses  of  fairly  modern  construction  it  is  fairly  easy  to  control  them  if  spraying 
is  done  periodically  and  thoroughly,  but  in  my  opinion,  unless  the  use  of  H.C.N. 
gas  is  resorted  to,  a period  of  six  months  is  necessary  to  clear  a house.  Bug 
infested  bedding  and  furniture  are  very  difficult  to  clear,  and  these  need  to  be 
thoroughly  gassed  in  a furniture  van.
